Evidence for the ProKerutlon . Hear<! 


TeMerday. 


The attendance in the circuit court 


yesterday was much larger than i 
has been on any previous day, whic 
is owing to tbe fact that Harry Grif 
tin was on trial for the murder o 
George Robinson, one of the mos 
peaceable and highly esteemed color 
ed citizens that ever resided in ou 
midst. A large portion of the:spec 
tators were colored people, amon 
whom is a vindictive feeling agaim 
the accused. The juiy was selects 
on Monday afternoon, &nd publiahe 
in yesterday morning's RBVIEW, s 
that everything was in readiness fo 
the hearing of the testimony, whe 
court opened yesterday. States At 
torney Johns made tbe opening state 
ments in the case, charging tha 
Griffin deliberately and wilfully mu: 
dered George Kobinson one Sunda 
night last October, and was deservin 
of the severest penalty of the lav 
The defendant has entered a plea o 
not guilty, and bis attorney, Hon. W 
E. Nelson, stated that tbe deed wa 
committed in self defense,. After th 
opening statements in the case, th 
hearing of evidence for the state wat 
commenced, and continued until hal 
past five o'clock, when court adjourn 
ed until this morning. There wer 
about ten witnesses examined, thi 
most important ones being Mr. Wm 
Price, Mrs. George Robinson, Mr 
Harry Patterson, and Officer Rey 
nolds, who arrested Griffin after th 
shooting occurred. The testimony 
in the main, as given by the witnesses 
was very much alike, and the impres 
sion prevails that the defense will ex 
perience much difficulty in breakinj 
it down. It went to show that th< 
first trouble between Robinson ant 
Griffin, on the nigbt of the shooting 
occurred just north of the residenc 
of Mr. Mart Mnrpuy, on South Main 
street. Here tun 
defendapt wa 


struck down by Robinson, who im 
mediately came up town, accompa 
nied by his wife, Mr. Price arid a lit 
tie boy. Griffin soon followed him 
and witnesses testify that he, Rske< 
for the man who struck him, ant 
would not be persuaded from his in 
tentiou of finding him. As he cam 
upon the Robinson party near th 
steps leading to tbe Western Union 
Telegraph 
office, 
Mrs. Robinson 


asked him to go hick. The testimo 
ny shows that Robinson was nearer 
Main street than Griffin, and thatth 
latter was facing west:, and at th 
first report of a revolver, tbe flasl 
caruo towards the west. The testi 
mony of Harry Patterson, who wa 
standing in the hallway uoar the 
drug store, has an important bearing 
on the ease. It showed that the firs 
two shots were fired towards the wesl 
and that-the third was fired by Rob- 
inson from the corner of the drug 
store. Officer Reynolds testified to 
arresting Griffin, and to his saying 
that be was tbe man who shot Robin 
son. Griffin's revolver was introdnc 
ed in court, two chambers of whicl 
were empty. The one found nea 
Robinson was also introduced, one 
chamber of it being empty. The 
prosecution.will only examine a few 
more witnesses, and it is probable 
that the defense will finish its side o 
the case in -time to allow its going 
the jury U-night.
